It was evident to those who looked 
upon the hacked and distorted bodies that 
one of the ghastliest murders in the an- 
nals of the criminal history of Atlanta had 
been committed.

One of the stumbling blocks in the way 
of all theories is the wounds in the back 
of the heads of all three persons found in 
the room. If the wounds had been in the 
back of the heads of Mr. and Mrs. Briley, 
they could be accounted for, but the negro 
was as badly, if not worse mutilated than 
the old couple.

t is highly prohable that Wilkinson, ac- 
companied by companions, went to the Bri- 
ley store for the purpose of robbing the 
old people. Wiskinson attacked the woman 
and was struck and knocked down by Bri- 
ley, who was then killed by the members 
of the gang. Those saccompanying Wilkin- 
son fled after this struggle, for fearing 
they might have attracted the attention of 
passers. Later, thinking Wilkinson not 
dead, and likely to turn state’s evidence, 
they returned in the early morning and 
beat him in the head, thereby mutilating 
his head. While at this bloody task they 
heard Mrs. Briley groan and immediately 
heat her in the head and cut her throat. 
Thev then set the house on fire and left the 
place, 

The freely flowing blood from the wound 
in Mrs. Briley’s throat would indicate that 
her throat had only recently been cut when 
she was found by the firemen. As a mat- 
ter of fact, all three of the bodies were lim- 
ber when found. This theory is strength- 
ened by statement that the negroes 
believed Mrs. Briley had a great amount of 
money.

Another theory is that Wilkinson went to 
the store with his companions for the pur- 
pose of robbing it. and were surprised by 
finding that the old couple had not retired.

They were both of 
prominent families, and had a wide cir- 
cle of friends in this and other states. 

When they first came to Atlanta Mrs. 
Briley established a boarding house at No. 
1 Garnett street, and ran it for a number 
of years. Mr. Briley was a wéll-Known 
railroad man at that time, and had charge 
of part of the work of constructing an un- 
finished portion of the East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia railroad. He is said 
to have been an unusually capable man, 
and always held a good position until forced 
to retire on account of weakness caused by 
Old age. 

Mrs. Briley was originally Miss Norman, 
of Mount Sterling, Ky., and her family 
was well Known in that state. {t is said 
that she is a sister of Mr. Briley’s first 
wife. She was a woman of high education 
and was well read. 

Mr. Briley had one son by his first wifes 
The son is now a prominent lumber man 
who travels and who has a residence either 
in Birmingham, Ala., or Cincinnati, O. He 
has not yet been made aware of the trage- 
dy on account of the inability of the au- 
thorities to locate him. 


Kept the Briley House. 


Mr. and Mrs. Briley moved from Atlanta 
to Flovilla, Ga., where Mrs. Briley conduct- 
ed the Briley house and Mr. Briley held a 
contract with a railroad. The Briley house 
was known to all traveling men in Georgia 
and was one of the most popular hotels in 
that section of the state. 

Mr. Briley gave up his construction work 
on account of the feebleness of old age and 
came to Atlanta, where he established the 
little store at the corner of Humphries 
and Liberty streets. For four years they 
lived happily at this place until ruthlessly 
murdered Saturday night. They are said 
to have been the most peaceful people in 
the neighborhood and were known to have 
no enemies. Mr. Briley was sixty-two years 
of age and his wife was about ten years his 
junior. 

An intimate friend of the old couple said 
yesterday that they had begun to grow 
somewhat childish and confided in any one 
who chanced to come along. [f they had 
any money it is probable that they told 
some of the frequenters of the store of its 
existence and thus spread the report that 
a robber could get in good work at their 
residence. 

It is also said they allowed negroes to 
remain about the place more than was 
prudent and this is thought to account for 
the tragedy. The couple were good-hearted 
old. people and evidently saw no harm in 
allowing the negroes to come about the 
place, 

It is not known whether or not 
kept firearms in the house. A razor and an 
ax, in addition to the two hatcheis and the 
knife are the dangerous tools seen about 
the place by those who searched it yester- 
day. The knife and hatchets were both 
used in the store, as was probably the ax. 
The razor was old and rusty. 


inquest May Be Held Today. 


The remains of Mr. and Mrs. Briley were 
removed to the undertaking parlors of 
Hilburn & Bowden yesterday morning by 
order of the coroner, where they were pre- 
pared for burial. A throng of people visited 
the place all during the day and gazed on 
the faces of the two old people. 

Mr. and Mrs. Briley will probably not 
be buried until their son is heard fror 
or until the coroner has held an inquest. 
It is probable that the inquest will be held 
today if sufficient evidence has been ob- 
tained, otherwise it will be postponed until 
some future day.

HE First Methodist church was well 
filled yesterday morning to hear the 


Rev. J. W. Hinton 
ntennial sermon. 

Dr. Hinton is not only the oldest living 
pastor of thé church, but he was also the 
pastor at the beginning of the civil war, 
and standing where he did yesterday, ask- 
ed the young men of the church to volun- 
teer to gO to the War, 

It is quite a coOingidence that Dr. Hinton 
should stand ‘In Ahe same pulpit almost 
and preach another sermon now that the 
country segms to be on the verge of an- 
other war. ’ 

before commencing his sermon Dr. Hin- 
ton spoke of the days that he was a cir- 
cuit rider on the old Stone Mountain cir- 
cuit and used to preach in Wesley chapel. 
When he Was first made junior pastor of 
the church the members numbered just 
sixty and the membership now numbers 
nearly twelve hundred. The first man that 
joined the chureh under Dr. Hinton was 
Louis Lawshe, and in his preliminary re- 
marks Dr. Hinton spoke of this yesterday. 
He also referred to many of the members 
in those days and paid glowing tributes to 
them. His preliminary remarks were only 
of a few minutes’ duration, but they were 
of great interest to the old members of the 
church, 

Dr Hinton took for his text the eighth 
verse of the second chapter of Colossians: 
Beware lest any man spoil you through 
philosophy and vain deceit, after the tra- 
diions of men, after the rudiments of the 
world afd not after Christ.’ He said in 
part: 

“The era of Christ and his apostles was 
one of strife amd religious debate. Jesus 
did not make His advent at midnight, but 
: noon of the ancient civiiization. 
he age was not inferior to this. It was 
not ipferior in relation to man’s capacity 
for thought. Inferior, indeed. every age 
must be to the period anterior in regard 
to a knowledge of material things, for of 
necessity this kind of Knowledge is cumula- 
tive. Of course also infenior for the lacx 
of revelation. It was the Augustan, the 
golden age of ancient literature. Aristotle 
and Plato are still our 
phy—the world has had no 
than Marcus Tullius Cicero.

The fact that the Christian church has 
ever had in it the most cultivated inteliects 
is proof that there is no incompatibility be- 
tween mental superiority and. revealed re- 
ligion. More noticeable is the fact that the 
worst tyres of Christianity are developed 
among people little cultivated, and who 
have surrendered their guidance to a sup- 
posed infallible priesthood. God, as the su- 
preme ruler, must, of necessity, be the 
source of religious truth. 

From God's will no appeal can be ta- 
Ken. l am trying to pursue my argument 
with mathematical precision, though it is 
in the domain of metaphysics. 

Seeing God does not make direct and 
personal relations of His will. as this is evi- 
denced by the atheism of some, and contra- 
dictory greeds of others—the question comes 
to this: How can we determine God's wil}? 
Man does not know it, and unless revealed 
it must remain unknown. ‘What man 
knoweth the things of a man but the spirit 
or man which is in him, even so no man 
knoweth the things of God, -but the spirit 
of God.’ 

if a man cannot even know the mind 
of his fellowman, without. a voluntary reve- 
lation of it, a fortiori it {s impossible to 
affirm anything of God’s will unless He re- 
veals it. Truth is.necessary to truth—this 
seems beyond cavil. 

“But whether a revelation of God’s will 
has been made is 
decided by appropriate evidence submitted 
to the rational understanding. Of course 
this is not the occasion fer an elaborate 
argument on the evidences of Christianityv— 
time and the proprieties forbid. So far our 
argument is an abstract discussion embrac- 
ing the widest generalization. 

Christianity claims to be from God. and 

istory—founds its dogmas on facts not en 
visions and speculations. The facts are to 
oe ried by admitted laws of evidence. More 
than this could not reasonably be demand- 
ed, and less might be safd to the presump- 
tion of falsity to the system. 

“Now, if Christianity founds its claims 
on miracles it is necessary to know what a 
miracle is—at least, what is not a miracle. 
Coleridge, rejecting the usual definition 
of miracle as a suspension of the laws of 
nature, says, ‘a miracle is a consequent 
without an adequate anteceden:.’ We 
think this far from satisfactory. tb 
do, as the scientists sav, asa working hy- 
pothesis. Even by Coleridge leornine be- 
comes important. aS bearing on this subject 
on- which Christianity largely depends... To 
the exfent that learning enables one to de- 
termine how far any pret2?nded miracle is 
a deviation from the order of nature, or 
that it is not. so far this aequired know!}- 
edge is serviceable to religion. Hence al 
the exact sciences are bulwarks in defense 
of miracles and destructive weanons 
against superstition and infidelity. Their 
exactness bids @efiance to any !mposture 
— might be reared in lenorance of their 
aws, 

“When indubitable facts oceur in direct 
conflict with these fixed laws, the conc!u- 
Sion is inevitable the Supreme Lawgiver 
has intervened to show himself above law 
in arder to promulge other and more im- 
portant laws for the government of the 
moral world. 

“The origin of evil, freedom and neces- 
foreknowledge, fate and free will— 
these have excited endless controversy. 
Ages have been spent in efforts to show 
necessity and responsibility are congruous. 
How all men are foreed to do as they act 
and yet be justly accountable for 
what they eculd not avoid. 
wills sin and then damns the sinner. 
God decreed the 
satvation of some before they were born, 
others were left to perishing and perdition. 

‘Is this theology; is it the Bible? No; it 
is the outcome of crafty speculation, spe- 
cious and profound. We.admire the great 
intellects which have unwisely used their 
great powers in trying to unravel the 
mystery of God and min. We can even re- 
spect the heroie effort to believe contradic- 
tory propositions, but we verily think the 
mind had better not think than commit 
felo de se—suicide—as a result. Turn not 
the truths of Christianity as weapons 
against the very citadel of heaven. 

‘There are mysteries in revelation beyond 
doubt resting on dogmatic authority. The 
trinity of the Godhead, or the duality of 
Christ’s person are profound mysteries, but 
they are not absurdities. 

“The dogma of transubstantiation is as 
demonstrably false as the 
proposition of Euclid is demonstrably true. 
The suffering of the innocent for the 
guilty surpasses@our reach, but the 
trine of a secret and revealed will of God 
directly opposed to each other is a glaring 
absurdity which makes deity to war on 
itself—it is a flat contradiction. 

“You may not understand the precise con- 
nection between the death of Jesus and the 
pardon of sin, but if salvation is an affair

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| “When I was a boy, 
| James K. Polk and listened to him tell me 


of decree the scheme of atonement is an 
expletive arrangement dishonoring to 
and bringing no blessing to man. 

“I hesitate not to say the financial dis- 
turbances of the day are sadly affecting 
the spirituality and moral purity of the 
church. Let every one who is called after 
Christ be just, merciful, generous; let him 
see and feel his danger and beware of the 
rudiments of the world. Get your morals 
from Jesus, not conventional sentiment. Ex- 
cessive greed Gf gain is the peril of our 
era. 

“The minds of even the cultivated are in 
danger of be!tng engrossed tn material 
pursuits. "Tis said we are a reading peo- 
ple. This, I fear, is undeserved praise. 

“Our women read novels and our men 
commercial ard political news; few are 
widening their wisdom in things elevating, 
refining and pacifying. And here is seen 
the workings of the rudiments of the world. 
Jesus said: ‘My kingdom is not of this 
world;’’ it consists of principles and affec- 
tions allied to an invisible sphere and great 
effort is needed to detach from earth and 
fix on heaven. The rudiments of the world 
let tnto the church carnalizes it, prostrates 
spiritual energies and disqualifies for rell- 
gious work and heavenly enjoyments. 

“Sinai’s mount flames and smokes with 
wrath; the law thunders denunciations up- 
on the guilty and the dismayed sinner lis- 
tens in vain for mercy until on Calvary he 
hears the voice of Jesus crying in tender 
tones ‘Father, forgive them; they khow 
not what they do.’ 

“The divinity and atonement of Jesus 
Christ are the Joachim and Boaz of the 
Christian temple. Hear Jesus: ‘I am the 
way, the truth and the life’’—the only way, 
the perfect truth, the source of endless life. 
Life and immortality are brought to light 
in the gospel and nowhere else. Pagan ofa- 
cles when consulted about human destiny 
were dumb or gave an uncertain sound. 
Christianity comes to a world benighted, 
cursed by sin and then sheds hallowed 
light on the pilgrim’s path and Hfts his 
hopes to heaven, 

“Take Jesus as your guide, as prophet, 
priest and Kking—accredit his doctrines, 
obey His commandments, rely on His 
promises. ‘Will ye also go away.’ Answer 
with Peter ‘Lord, to whom shall we go? 
thou hast the words of eternal life.” King- 
doms frise and fall, fortunes wax and wane, 
beauty fades, manhood decays, all earth 
perisheth, all around is confusion and dis- 
may, but all above is serene and sure. 
‘Set your affections on things above at the 
right hand of Ged, where Jesus fs, that 
when He shall appear you may appear 
with him in glory.’’’ 
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SUNDAY SCHOOL CELEBRATES. 


Former Superintendents Talk to Young 
People of the Church. 


The Sunday school celebration cf the 
First Methodist church semi-centennial was 
a decided success. The exercises were held 
in the church, and consisted of good sing- 
ing and short talks by the former superin- 
tendents of the school. The time set for 
the exercises was one hour and twenty 
minutes, but at the expiration of that time 
there were others the school wanted to 
hear from, and by a rising vote of the 
school the time was extended. 

The first paper on the programme was 
one read by the present superintendent, W. 
H. Patterson, and was a short history of 
the Sunday school. The first Sunday school 
in Atlanta was the old Union Sunday 
school, and it was organized on the 10th of 
June, 1847, and was composed of the Meth- 
odists, Baptists and Presbyterians. The 
school was held in the old town school 
building that stood then on the lot now 
occupied by Bratton’s drug store. In those 
days it was in the midst of the woods. Mr. 
Patterson spoke of how the school had 
grown, and of the former superintendents 
and their work. His paper was greatly 
enjoyed. 

The oldest living superintendent of the 
Methodist Sunday school was Mr. E. G. 
Moore, and he was present yesterday and 
read.a paper. He became a teacher in 
Wesley chapel Sunday school in January, 
1848. He spoke of the enthusiasm pre- 
valent in Sunday school work at that time, 
and of how that enthusiasm had continued 
to grow, and of what a noble work the 
Sunday scrools were doing today. 

Major J. C. Courtney, who was superin- 
tendent of the school for sixteen years, 
made a talk. He spoke of his years of 
work in the school, and how he loved the 
work and those who had helped h'm in it. 

Mr. H. EF. W. Palmer, another former 
superintendent of the school, made a short 
talk about what he knew of the school 
and his work in it. 

Mr. R. A. Hemphill, who has been as- 
sistant superintendent of the school for 
many years, made ai talk, and spoke 
mainly to the children, and urged thenf to 
keep up the work, urging upon them the 
necessity of Keeping a record of the work 
done by the school. Mr. Hemphill is great- 
lv loved by the children, and the teachers 
of the school and all of the speakers yes- 
terday spoke of him in the kindest terms.
